In thio city of the Associated Press baa 
bad an interview with the Auatrian am- 
bassador here, Count Von Scziogony- 
Marion., on Uu eastern question. Tho 
ambassador said: 


"The meetings ol the rulers of Aus- 


tria, Germany, KuBBia and France were 
mainly for two purposes, to ro-establiah 
peace in the Orient and to come -to a 
joint understanding ae to the ateps to be 
taken in case hostilities brose out afresh 
in the Orient or elsewhere, notably 
South Africa. The convention rulei 
that there are enough mutual interests to 
protect among those powers and Italy 
to make a specific understanding of the 
subject necessary. Greece will undoubt- 
edly soon come to her senfleB, and if not 


he will be brought to them. That 
jmall, turbulent country, whose very 
existence depends upon the great pow- 
ers cannot be allowed to act the part of 
a pike in a carp pond. The powers, 
however, are still, as from the first, full 
ol good will and forbearance for Greece. 
Turkey will not do more nor will she be 
permitted to do more than restore the 


tus quo. 
-Greece is no match for Turkey and 


she will have to learn that or Buffer 
therefore.

"As for things in South Africa, the 


continental powers have the same peace- 
ful and just aim to maintain the present 
status, resting upon international agree- 
ments which cannot be broken with im-

"The vines never looked better, and 


the prospects aro that we will have a 
very lari-e crop. The thrip that hp.9 
been talked'about, news oi which win 
teleirraphed from Fresno, canted tbe 
growers some alarm,astbeycameearher 
than usual. 
But they have not done 
any damage to amount to anything. It 
won't hi) 3 per cent, or certainly 1101 
more than 5 per cent. 


"The thrips were called hoppers by 


some, and a good many people iu thia 
part o! California thought they were 
grasshoppers, but there were no grass- 
hoppers there. Professor \\rjodwortbjl 
horticultural experiment elation ol the 
State University v.T.a?eut down to maKe 
an investigation ca to the work o! the 
parasite. He decided it didn't amount 
to anything and he came hack. ' 


"From all indications ib'jro will be a 


heavy crop of niieina in Fresno county 
thia year. About Fresno the condition 
ol the vines is all that could he well de- 
sired. Last year we shipped 3^00 teu- 
ton cars ot raisina, and there are about 
200 cars of the crop yet on hand. 


"I think there will be 750 ton-ton cars 


more this year than layt areurding to 
present indications. This will ho ehort 
of the crop ol tlio year before, which 
waa something over -1200 care. 1! we get 
a little more rain, aa we aro almost sure 
to do, wo will have a greater raisin 
producteveutban tho amount estimated 
now."Nearly all kinda of crops there are 
looking well.
